Tokio, March 16.—The cabinet, after a 
conference with the elder statesmen ana 
other political leaders, has decided to sub- 
mit proposals for the extension of the 
tobacco monopoly to tmelude manufact- 
ured tobacco and the creation of a salt 
monopoly to a special diet convening on 
Friday next.. This will involve a heavy 
Outlay for the purchase of private tobac- 
co manufacturing concerns and sait inter- 
ests, but the advisers of the government 
regard the expenditure at this time as 
wise. The cabinet has decided also to 
Suggest increases in land, income, busi- 
wine, soy, sugar, stock exchange, 


and in addition the creation of new taxes 


ens, an estimated total increase amount- 
ing to 68,000,000 yen. The war expenses 
from the commencement of hostilities to 
the end of March are estimated at 156,- 
000,000 yen, divided as follows: 


For the army, 108,000,000 yen, and for 
the navy, 47,000,000 yen. 

Of this sum only 50,000,000 yen has act- 
ually been disbursed, including the pay- 
ment for the cruisers Nisshin and Kasu- 
ga, purchased abroad. The 
plans to meet the expenditures at 
end of March with 
exchequer bonds just. sold; 
yen from the special funds and 31,000,000 
yen to be raised by a temporary loan. 

The expenditure on account of the war 
from Aprils next to December, inclusive, 
is estimated at 380,000,000 yen besides 
a special war reserve of 40,000,000. The 
government plans to meet these expendi- 
tures by the issuance of 280,000,000 yen 
in exchequer bonds; 69,000,0000 yen in 
War taxes, 7,000,000 ven balance on or- 
dinary annual receipts and. 25,000,000 
yen from special funds. The foreign 
branches of the Yokohama specie bank 
subscriptions for the first issue of bonds 
totals 850,000,000 yen. These bonds were 
largely subscribed for in the Hawaiian 
islands and San Francisco,

IN KOW, March 16.—The only 

reliable reports at the present 

moment from the main Man- 
churian cities show a quiet movement 
along the railway, and such cities 
as Mukden, which is off the main 
line, are undisturbed. The people 
here are not in possession of definite 
news of the outside events. 

The chief movement on the Fong 
Huang Cheng military road is the 
dispatch of riders to and from the 
Russian advance forces. 

A credible native arrived here to- 
day bringing a report as late as 
March 12 from Fong Huang Cheng to 
the effect that the main body of the 
concentrated forces had crossed the 
Yalu, leaving small bodies of troops 
at Antung and other points to guard 
the river. 


PORT ARTHUR SHATTERED 
BY JAP BOMBARDMENT 


A fortnight ago a few spies vis- 
ited Antung, but since then no Jap- 
anese have been seen west of the 
Yalu. 

The continued attacks of the Jap- 
anese have compelled the steady oc- 
cupation of the Liao Tung peninsula.

JAP SWORDS 
NOT POISONED 


Russia Has the Grace To 
Deny the Story She 
Started, 


St. Petersburg, March !6.—The talk 
of “‘pyroxiline’” (poisoned) swords hav- 
ing been left behind by the fleeing Jap- 
anese is based on the mistranslation of 
@& Russian technical term. 

General Zilinski, chief of staff to the 
Viceroy Alexieff, in a telegram, said 
that pyroxiline had been found in the 
form of disc-shalped torpedoes, 6 inches 
in diametér, which the Japanese intended 
to use in bestrewing the road over 
which the Russians were expected to 
pass in order that the explosions re- 
sulted from the impact of the horses’ 
hoofs might cause a stampede. 

As the road between Anju and Ping 
Yang is very narrow the hoofs of the 
horses of the Russian cavalry and artil- 
lery and the wheels of the wagons would 
have been certain to have exploded the 
torpedoes, thereby causing grat confu- 
sion. 


COAST WATCHED 
BY THE RUSSIANS 


They Seem To Expect Jap- 
anese To Descend on 
Niuchwang, 


By Morris Newman. 
Special Cable. 

Nuchwaéng, March 16.—A detachment 
of Ritssian infantry, cavalry and artil- 
lery was sent yesterday to Tower hill, 
which is 8 miles south of Kinchau point, 
and to another point !0 miles further 
west along the coast. The reason for this 
movement is not known. 

A specia] guard of two hundred Chinese 
soldiers hag been placed over the iron 
bridge at Chwangtaies, 30 miles @own the 
railway, as an attack by natives is fear- 
ed, A definite order has been received 
from Chinese Director Liang to abandon 
the line far as Kwapantse on the ap- 
pearance of the Japanese. An emergency 
train is held in readiness to transport 
the Chinese employees. The guarding of 
the railway property by Chinese soldiers 
is considered a wrong step due to unfor- 
tunate advice. The soldiers are sure to 
fly as soon as the first shot is fired.

COLOMBIA QUITS 
UNITED STATES 


Legation in Washington Has 
Been Closed for 
Good. 


Washington, March !16.—The Colombian 
legation in this city has been closed and 
Dr. Thomas Herran, who for a long time 
hes been acting as charge d'affaires, 
will leave the United States for his for- 
mer home in Medelin in two or three 
weeks. Future communications between 
the Colombian government and the state 
department will be conducted through 
Consul General Arur de Brigard at New 
York. 

The closing of the legation is the dl- 
rect result of the events ending with the 
secession of Panama and the negotia- 
tions of the present isthmian canal trea- 
ty. It ts thougnt that a const#erable time 
will elapse before the Colombian gov- 
ernment again nominates a minigter to 
Washington as the feeling in official cir- 
cles at Bogota is still very bitter. 


USED MAILS 
TO DEFRAUD 


London, Ky., March 16.—Postoffice In- 
spector Oldfield today arrested J. B. 
Btevens, charged with fraudulent use of 
the mails. The operations, it is charged, 
cover a period of seventeen years and 
extend from Virginia to California, 

Stevens’ scheme, it is charged, was to 
buy goods under the alias of W. G. Sin- 
clair, Stevens & Co., and J, B, Stevens, 
Always furnishing references, Goods 
were shipped te Lendon and hauled to his 
residence in the country, where he dis- 
posed of them for what he could, it is 
said, and when the bills were due he 
could not be located. Thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of goods were secured, Boots, 
shoes, clothing, furniture, harvesting ma- 
chines, organs, graphaphones and gro- 
cerles are known te have been handled. 


JAP. SOLDIERS 


ON BIG DRUNK 


So Russian Passengers Ar- 
riving at Port Arthur 
Allege. 


Port Arthur, March !6.—Passengers of 
the Russian merchant vessels captured by 
the Japanee warships arrived here to- 
night from wuJpan. In the course of in- 
terviews these passengers claimed that 
they observed genera] drunkenness among 
the Japanese troops, though the sallors 
maintained an excellent bearing. They 
report that the Japanese cavalry makes 
a pltable appearance, the horses being 
small and weak looking. 

The passengers brought evidence that 
the Japanese had worked out a plan of 
campaign and fixed a date for the com- 
mencement of operations at least two 
weeks before hostilities began. 

The Russians are indignant over the 
Fconduct of an Englishman who had lived 
at Viadivostok, who cheered the Japa- 
nese transports. 


MISSIONARIES RESOLVE 


TO BRAVE HAZARD OF WAR 
Washington, March 16.—United States 
Minster Allen has cabled the state de- 
partment from Seoul under today’s date 
that the Cincinnati arrived yesterday at 
Chemulpo with 23 Americans from Chi- 
nampo. The minister announced that the 
missionaries in the neighborhood of 
Ping-Yang had refused to send their 
women and children aboard the Cincin- 
nati, where they could be .aken to a 
place of safety. 

The attitude of the missionaries {is 
familiar to the state department. It 
has used every effort to induce these 
zealous people to temporarily repair to 
some place of safety, but often itn va.n. 

The department has made it clear to 
the missionary representatives in this 
country that in the case of actual war 
that it cannot undertake to employ the 
United States army. and navy in expe- 
ditions into the interor of a country 
which is the scene of war. If the mis- 
sionaries remain after a proper warning 
the United States government cannot re- 
move them and they must take their 
chances with other c:villans. 


ADMIRAL STARK RELIEVED 
FROM HIS NAVAL COMMAND 

St. Petersburg, March 16.—Official or- 
ders were published today relleving Vice 
Admiral Stark from the command of the 
Port Arthur divsion of the navy, osten- 
sibly on account of illness. No success- 
sOr will be appointed, Vice Admiral Ma- 
karoff having determined to serve as 
squadron commander, as well as com- 
mander in chief of the entire Russian 
naval forces in the Par East. 

Captain Schtchensnovitch, comander 
of the battle ship Retvizan, has been 
decorated with the cross of St. George 
for repelling the last Japanese torpedo 
attack and sinking the Japanese fire 
ships. 


DR. PARKHURST 
HIT FOR LIBEL 


Editor Must Pay $24,000 to 
Dr. Shell, of Chi- 
cago. 
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Boston, March 16.—A superior court 
jury today returned a verdict in favor 
of Rev. E. A. Shell, of Chicago, formerly 
general secretary of the Epworth League, 
in his suit for libel against Dr. Charies 
Parkhurst, editor, and the Boston Wes- 
leyan Association, publishers of Zion 
Herald. The jury fixed the damages at 
$24,000. 

The suit arose over statements printed 
in Zion's Herald in 1899 regarding the 
publication of Dr. Shell in a collabora- 
tion with E. O. Excell, a composer of 
Chicago, of a sacred song book for the 
use of the Epworth League. The al- 
leged libel was contained in statements 
that Dr. Schell was dishonest and lad 
ut.lized his position in the chureh for 
his personal gain.

KAISER DRIVES 
OUT RUSSIANS 


Thirty Students Are Ordered to 
Leave Germany, 


These Students Protested Against 
Being Spied on While in Berlin 
by Russian Police Agents. 
Women Among Those 


Expelled. 


Berm, March 16.—Thirty Russtan stu- 
d@its. several of them women, received 
yesterday and today from the police no- 
tices of expulsion in consequence of par- 
ticilpating In a meetiag held Saturday ‘to 
protest against ihe government permit- 
ting Russian police agents to watch Rus- 
sian residents in Germany. 

The students thhave from three to elght 
days to leave the country, the govern- 
ment not compelling them to return tc 
Russia as in s?mea instances. 

The origin of the dispute oe ween the 
g0vernment and che students, about 500 
of whom are attending the university and 
technical schools, was the socialist accu- 
gation that the government was perrit- 
ting Russian spies to search the rooms, 
examine the correspondenca and other- 
wise interfere with tne liberty of Rus- 
sians living in Germany. Foreign Secreta- 
ry Von Richthoven in defending the gov- 
ernment January 19, said the Russians 
here were anarchists and that many of 
the women atteading the university or 
other schools were rea'ly uct s‘udents but 
lived in a state of fmmorality. A few days 
later from forty .o fifty-Russians passed 
a resolution protesting against these 
imputations. : 

Chancellor Von Buelow, answering Kerr 
Bebel, the socialist leader, on ths sane 
subject February 29, contemptuously al- 
luded to the protestants as ‘beggars and 
conspirators unier the leadership of 
Mandelstamms ond Silberoaums.”’ 

“If these fellows do not keep quiet 
said the chancellor, ‘‘we will throw them 
out.” 

About 400 Russian students tnet Satur- 
day and signed a statement :eciling the 
utterances of Secretary von Richthoven 
and Chancellor von Buelow. Refcrring to 
the chancellor’s assertion that iney “verte 
abusing the hospitality of Germuny, the 
Russians say that even the guésts had 
the natural right of resenting insults 
flung at them by their hosts. 

“Besides this,’ the statement contin- 
ued, ‘‘he undertook by. referring to the 
Jewish origin of the part of the Russians 
here to arouse anti-Semitic prejudices 
against us, Count Von Buelow, the high- 
est officia] of ‘the German empire, has 
not scrupled, under the protecthun of his 
privileged posftion, to call us beggars. 
The fact that most of the Russiuns living 
here are of Jewish origin is dve, as Count 
Von Buelow well knows, to the special 


oppression to which the Jews are exposed | 


in Russia or Kishineff which excludes 
them from the higher educational Insti- 
tutions of ‘their native country. We re- 
gret that the twentieth century, in the 
land of Lessing and Fichte, witnesses such 
disregard for the great idea of humanity 
as evinced by these anti-Semitic sallies of 
the German chancellor.”

Columbus, Ga., March 16.—(Spectal.)— 
A couple of daring and clever postal order 
forgeries came to light here today. A 
day or two ago a big, greasy looking 
negro, wearing overalls, bought a $5 
pair of shoes from the Sarling Shoe Com- 
pany, proffering a 840 money order on 
the Columbus poatoffice. Mr. Sarling 
unhesitatingly cashed the order, as it 
appeared to be all right. 

Later in the day the negro, who was 
accompanied by. a confederate, went to 
Fred W. Reich's jewelry store, bought a 
watch and offered a $40 postal money 
order and received the change.

Aritificial Camphor. 


(From The Boston Globe.) 

It does not necessarily follow that all 
things that are artificial are necessarily 
inferior to those that are natural. It is 
with this idea in mind that artificial 
camphor is now being made at Port 
Chester, N. Y., intended to compete with 
the camphor extracted from the cam- 
phor trees of Formosa. 

Chemically the only difference between 
turpentine and camphor Ifes in the pos- 
session of one atom of oxygen which is 
lacking in the former. By a simple chem- 
ical process the needed oxygen {is sup- 
plied and we have the camphor much 
cheaper and practically just as good as 
though it were taken from the camphor 
trees in the Far East. 

Only one-fcurth of the camphor made 
is used in medicine. At least three- 
fourths of the camphor used daily—that 
used in the arts—is just as good for be- 


ing made artificially, and at any rate it 
is very difficult to tell the natural from 
the artificial product.

Washington, March 16.—In the house 
today during the discussion of tha post- 
office Appropr®on bill Mr. Spisght, of 
Mississippi, discussed the negro questi n. 
He said the desired to vindivate the scvth 
from the charge of barbarism In the 
south, he said, the negro had been denied 
the right to vofe and to hold office, but 
not the right to work for an Nonest liv- 
ing as had been done ia the northern 
states, 

‘‘We sometimes kill them for out- 
rageous crimes,’; he said, “‘but never 
because they want to work.” 

As for Jynchings, he said, 
times they have unnecessarily occurred 
in the south. He referred to the Wilming- 
ton, Del., lynching last year, and to the 
subsequent attacks on the negro settle- 
ment. This never occurred in the. south, 
he sam™@. 

When the guilty wretch has paid 
the penalty of his awful crime, that 
is an end of it,’’ he continued; “the 
mob is satisfied and does not wreak 
indiscriminate vengeance upon the 
innocent because they belong to the 
game race as the criminal.”’ 

He said that unlike the people of 
the north, the people of the south 
“don’t go out with a torch in one 
hand and a gun in the other, and, 
pointing the gun at defenseless 
women and children, shoot them 
as they flee for their lives.’ 

He said teis Had occurred in New York 
city tn 7900 and ne referred to a nwnber 
of lyncStngs which had occurred in the 
north, including those at Danville, Ills., 
and Springfield, Ohio, and said “‘such race 
prejudice Ain% no place in southern 
hearts.”’ 

Opposed to Mob Violence. 

Mr. Spight continued: 

“Bo far aS I am conzerne4’ I am opposed 

to mob violence as 1 genera! proposition. 
I do not think that Iynchings for any 
other crime than the nameless one against 
womanhood ought ever to occur. In all 
others the courts of the country are am- 
ple and generally, with us, swift to pun- 
sh. 
; nee in the one class of crimes so bru- 
tal and destructive of all that {is dear to 
an enlightened people, no one with a 
spark of manhood in him ean doubt that 
instant death to the perpetrator should 
follow upon the ascertainment of the 
guilty facts. 

“The poor suffering woman who 
has been the victim of the devilish 
lust of a brute, white or black, should 


not be compelled to appear in court 
and repeat before a jury the horrible 
details of the outrage.”’

is accepted, and there will be no tsrike. 
Returns from Central Pennsylvania show 
three to one against a strike. Eighteen 
Ind., show a majority 
of 300 against qa strike. In a few places 
in Indiana, where foreign element pre- 
vails, there is a small majority in favor 
of a strike. The ballots are arriv.ng on 
every mail, and will be opened tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock, when the tellers 
will begin the count. The result will be 
made known as soon as the count is 
completed. 

President Mitchell today expressed him- 
self as pleased with the reports that have 
come in on the acceptance or rejection 
of the scale, and expressed considerable 
confidence that the proposition of the 
operators would be accepted. He said 
that in case it were accepted, a meeting 
of the joint scale committee probably 
would be called for Monday of next week 
to sign the contract for the central com- 
petitive field. When the committee meets 
it is understood that it will appoint a 
time for the next conference between 
the operators of the central competitive 
field and the mine workers, an his 
manner restore the interstate agreement 
System to its former proposition.

things that they hear of, but there are 
other things that they are inclined to 
resent. No doubt this is measurably 
true of both sections. They appreciate 
some things and misunderstand 
others. The Constitution, being now, 
as always, the apostle of sweetness 
and light, has endeavored on many oc- 
casions to do what it could to in- 
crease the appreciation and _. lessen 
the misunderstanding; and if it has 


' failed so far to bring both sections to 


a mutual understanding of the good 
qualities of each, it nevertheless prv- 
poses to keep up the good work with 
unremitting patience and good humor. 

Some recent incidents in the south 
have given rise to a good deal of 
curiosity, just as some recent inct- 
dents at the north have aroused con- 
siderable inquisitiveness at the south. 
For instance, there was a_ recent 
dynching in Mississippi “which was 
characterized by features both: shock- 
ing and atrocious. While this lynch- 
ing Was gaging on, the citizens of Geor- 
gia were dedicating a monument to the 
memory of a negro who had sacrificed 
his life in a vain effort to save the life 
of a white man. Natuffally, our breth- 
ren to the north of us ask how such 
things can be; they desire most anx- 
iously to know how the people in one 
part of the south can be torturing and 
lynching a negro, while in another 
part the people are erecting a marble 
monument to the memory of a colored 
mau. 

The main trouble is that our north- 
ern friends are accustomed to looking 
at everything southern through glasses 
that are blurred by partisanship. The 
south is democratic, and it has been 
the custom for northern editors to 
seize upon whatever is discreditable 
and inhuman and place it to the ac- 
count of the south as the site and 
center of democracy. We pre- 
sume that a similar fault 
exists in the south, but it is not 
the result of political partisanship. We 
see and hear a good deal of talk about 
how the negro should be treated, and 
how the various questions, more or 
less delicate, growing out of the pres- 
ence of the blacks should be an- 
swered; and right in the midst of the 
sermons, which are continuous, word 
comes that the whites in a northern 
state are lynching negroes, and putting 
the homes of innocent blacks to the 
torch. 

The least that can be said about 
such an episode as this is that it is far 
from being in accord with northern 
professions of special interest in the 
negro. The gross injustice of the pro- 
ceeding is never paralleled in the 
south, and so we are able to say to 
our brethren, quoting the words of 
one of them, that while they give the 
negro the ballot, they are indifferent 
to their exclusion from all profitable 
employment to which they should have 
access, and when the pinch comes, 
they are ready, even the best citizens, 
as we are told in the reports of the 
Springfield affair, to burn the homes 
of negroes who are confessedly in- 
nocent. 

The New York Evening Post admits 
that the northerners have not half the 
affection for the negroes about them 
that southerners have; but is it not 
true that the majority of northerners 
hate the negroes? -If not how are 
the various manifestations against the 
negro to be explained? “The south- 
erner,” says the Post, “loves and even 
kisses the black mammy who raised 
him so tenderly, but cannot contem- 
plate the thought of eating by her 
side.” But what would it profit the 
black mammy to eat by the southern- 
er’s side? Does it help her at the 
north for the northerners to eat by 
her side? What if she ts happier and 
more comfortable eating at a table by 
herself? The remark of The Eve- 
ning Post has much the appearance of 
a joke, and if Mr. Godkin were alive 
we should credt it to his grim 
sense of humor; for the whole truth 
is that there is no more social equality 
at the north than there is at the south, 
and never will be.

If publicity is the thorn that 
is causing the republicans to shriek, 
then they should turn their attention 
to the committee on postoffices and 
post roads, which is responsible for the 
publicity that hurt the republican 
statesmen. 
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Street Car Btiquette. 

Mr. H. Patterson, a southerner, who 
has been visiting New York, sends 
&@ communication to The Herald, in 
which he describes his experience on 
the street cars of the metropolis. He 
chanced to be on a crowded car on 
the elevated railway, where a well- 
dressed woman was hanging to the 
Straps, while the men remained seat- 
ed. ‘This situation was so little to 
the southerner’s taste that he offered 
the woman his seat. She was prompt 
to take it, but failed to express her 
thanks by so much asa word ora ges- 
ture of appreciation. This way of do- 
ing things was not what the south 
erner had been accustomed to, and 
the thought struck him, as he says in 
his communication, that he was some- 
how the victim of a grab game. 

fle then proceeds to tell the editor 
that in the part of the country where 
he lives, no woman, whether well 
dressed or not, is permitted to stand 
in a car if gentlemen are seated, and 
he who relinquishes his seat is com- 
pensated by a smile and a “thank 
you.” Mr. Patterson’s conclusion ig 
that the women of New York are un- 
intentionally responsible for the at- 
tituae of the ngen to extend to them 
the little courtesies that southerners 
delight in. 

Lhe Washington Post, commenting 
on the incident described by Mr. Pat- 
terson, suggests that the woman was 
too much astonished by the offer of 
& seat to express ber thanks: her 
breath was taken away, and she was 
left dumb. This suggestion has a 
good deal of ‘he Post’s well known 
benevolence about it; it displays more 
heart than head; and while it is very 
creditable to The Post, we cannot re- 
frain from reminding the editor that 
the women of the north, especially 
those who go about on the street cars, 
are not likely to be taken by sur- 
prise by any incident that May oc- 
cur. 

Life in the metropolis is very stren- 
uous, just as it is in various other cen- 
ters at the north, such as Boston and 
Chicago. The women as wel] as the 
men, except in those circles where 
the street car is never patronized (or 
only casually as @ matter of necessity), 
have no time for those small courte- 
Sies that add to the Joy of living where 
people have the time to spare for 
them. At the north, and wherever the 
demands of business are extraordina- 
rily exacting, there will be found less 
courtesy and less politeness than in 
those sections or communities that 
are given wholly over to commercial- 
ism. 

It is the experience of southerners 
that a Boston woman will give you a 
Stony stare if you offer her a seat on 
the street car. She will accept it, but 
with an air that plainly shows her con- 
tempt for such “softness,” and if looks 
can be translated, she clearly thinks 
you should have some one to take 
care of you. On the other hand,a Chi- 
cago woman will run Over you and 
trample on you when she is boarding 
a street car, and if you offer her a 
seat, she will flop down in it with an 
air that says you were a long time 
in making up your mind to give her 
What belonged to her at first. And 
the men wil] think you have just is- 
sued irom an asylum where people are 
treated for weak minds, and they wili 
wonder why there is not some law to 
prevent such places from getting rid 
of their patients before they are 
cured. 

it may be thought that we are plac- 
ing a very charitable construction on 
the custom that prevails among the 
men at the north. We are loath to 
believe that men anywhere are hogs 
enough to sit in tlhe presence of wom- 
en who are hanging to straps in a 
street car. We feel that there must 


be some reason for f% other than ap- 
pears on the surface, and we pre-

Organizing the Work in Panama. 

A staff correspondent of The De- 
troit Free Press informs his paper 
from Washington that an executive 
order is expected to be promulgated 
about March 22, by which the presi- 
dent will place the isthmus canal 
eommissioners directly under the su- 
pervision of the secretary of War, 50 
that their reports and the details 
of their work will pass through 
the channels of the’ war department. 
There are several] reasons for this, 
and the president reached a decision 
in the matter after consulting with 
several members of the commission 
who are entirely agreeable to the 
change. 

The corps of engineers of which 
General Mackenzie is the head, and 
which is a division of the war depart- 
ment, ‘is experienced in the handling 
of large sums of money, of doing 
business with contractors on a big 
scale, and of looking after the details 
of immense projects. Thus the com- 
mission will secure the serviceg of ex- 
perienced men, and it will obviate the 
necessity of the commission having to 
start business for itself, hiring new 
clerks, etc. In fact, it has been de- 
termined that she actual work of the 
construction of the cana) will be under 
the supervision of engineering of- 
ficers, who wiil be assigned to that 
duty. : 

An engineering officer has been at 
Panama for some time following the 
work of the French company, and 
Surgeon General Wyman, of the ma- 
rine hospital service, has had three 
medical officers in that region studying 
and making reports on health and san- 
itary conditions which will prove val- 
uable. Colonel Gorgas, U. S. A., will 
go to Panama with the commissioners 
when they sail on March 29, as the 
chief medical officer, when a plan will 
be devised for establishing a sanitary 
system, which is the first work that 
the commission will take up. 

Some days ago The Constitution 
referrred editorially to the report of 
Surgeon Perry recently submitted to 


Surgeon General Wyman, which was! 


anything but encouraging as regards 
the sanitary problem the United States 
must first cope with on the isthmus. 
The wisdom of a thorough sctentific 
organization of the health department 
of the canal commission yecedent to 
the actual work of construction is ob- 
vious to the lay student of events 
and conditions in that natural pest 
hole. The success of American sani- 
tary efforts in Cuba, however, lends 
hope that the Panama sanitary prob- 
lem will be surmounted in time, 
though it is hardly likely that its mag- 
nitude has been magnified. 

It is exceedingly gratifying to the 
American peop!e that the fiscal affairs 
of the Panama canal are to be nlaced 
directly in the hands of the war-de 
partment. The opportunities for con- 
tract jobbery and official grafting will 
be minimized by this course, for the 
war department has a record for doing 
such things in a businesg way, and 
Secretary Taft enjoys in a peculiar 
degree the confidence of his fellow 
countrymen. We shall expect a clean 
record with the great appropriations 
“under the watchful eye of so respon- 
sible an official, and there is double 
reason to expect rapid progress in 
the work as well as honesty, as it js 
proposed to organize the commission. 

After the transfer of its property in- 
terests has been formally made by 
the French company, there would 
seem to pe nothing in the way of 
pushing the construction of the great 
isthmian waterway vigorously, with 
true American intelligence and expe- 
dition. Above all, the mighty enter- 
prise must be safeguarded against any 
possible repetition of the notorious 
French scandals.

HOW MR. MORGAN 
HELD UP YERKES 


Pierpont Morgan’s Friends in Lon. 
don Pleased With Recent De- 


velopments. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

London, March 5.—J. Pierpont Mor- 
fan's friends are rather pleased with 
the setback given to Yerkes’ scheme fo! 
another of his net-works of suburban 
street car lines. Mr. Yerkes’ idea was 
to open the district between Ealing and 
Brentford, across Kew bridge and on 
to Richmond. He proposed to apend about 
$1,269,000 on local improvements, widen- 
ing Kew bridge, and the street through 
which the lines were to pass, etc. But 
the parliamentary committee, defore 
whom the scheme was laid, said that 
nothing less than $3,000,000 in local im- 
provements would satisfy them. Last 
week the ex-Chicagoan came up: again, 
asking the committee to reconsider, and 
now they have declined. The Yerkes 
group say thé sum demanded Its extortion, 
and that unless it is reduced the scheme 
will be dropped. 

Friends of the Morgan group of un- 
derground railway promoters have not 
forgotten that Mr. Yerkes and “his 
friends have persistently opposed them in 
many of their proposed undertakings, 
with the reguit that immense sums haye 
been lost in legal and othere expenses. 
The Yerkes people are not popular with 
the working classes, especially those who 
have to use the tramway system already 
under their control. They impose re- 
strictions with regard to workmen's 
tickets which are considered -rritat- 
ing. 

For instance, workmen’s return 
ets are not available until after 3 p. 
The repult is that Mr. Yerkes and his 
friends had the full force of the trade 
unions and industrial bodies working 
against him. While these forces did not 
appear on the surface during the time 
his bill was before the committee in par- 
liament, influences were at work pri- 
vately which have put a severe check 
on Mr. Yerkes’ progress. 

His opponents do not believe taat he 
will take his defeat quictly, and it is 
said that he will invite the royal com- 
mission on London traffic to consider his 
schem?. W. Barclay Parsons, of the 
rapid transit railroad commission of New 
York, is invited by the roya! commission 
to advise them on technical questions 
connected with locomotion.

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FATHER HENNESSY SPEAKS 
TODAY ON GOOD ST. PATRICK 


T St. Anthony church, in West 

End, this morning, Rev. Father J. 

J. Hennessey will preach to the 
Ancient Order of Hibernilans on the life 
of St. Patrick, in commemoration of Bt. 
Patrick’s day. 

Father Hennessey has made a close 
study of the life of St. Patrick and has 
prepared an interesting address for this 
occasion. He goés fully into the life of 
the saint and tells the story of his life 
in a brilljant manner. 

The address he has 
follows: 

“Behold a great priest who in hig day 
pleased God.”’ 

“When i pause and contemplate this 
majestic OHgure; when I Trefiect on the 
prodigies of hig life, and the results of 
hig labor, I confess I feel nervoug to at- 
tempt the task of love—two-fold love that 
I have undertaken—grateful love to our 
sainted father, and the same in every 
sense of the word to your dear young 
‘Soggarth Aroon’ who has. so graciously 
entrusted it to me. When writers of 
profound learning and great eloquence, 
such ag the famous Montelambert, hesi- 
tated and confessed themselves unequal 
tg the task-—the work—it seemg presump- 
tion om my part even to venture. Yet I 
fee] some consolation in the reflection that 
my simple effort is purely for the greater 
glory of God to make our great national 
saint of whom we are so proud betier 
known, and hence better loved among our 
people, for whose instructton and edifica- 
tion I chiefly speak. 

‘St. Patrick is a 
ure in the Catholic 
faith as strong as 
Peter; his burning zeal for souls like 
that of St. Paul; his awful austerities 
equal to St. Anthony of the desert; his 
spirit of prayer unsurpassed by St. Fran- 
cis of Assissiuni, and the success of his 
labors unparalleled in church history. 
What other apostle but our great St. 
Patrick converted a whole nation from 
paganism to the most fervent practices of 
Christianity? This is ‘the great reason 
why we hail with delight each recurring 
festal day. He is the only saint who 
converted a whole nation to Christianity, 
and at the same time to the perfect _ob- 
servance of the evangelical counsels. At 
the preaching of our apostle, idols fel! 
to the ground; the whole nation embraced 
Christianity, and the praises of the true 
God ascended from virgin lips, from hills 
and dale before the Most High. Apostles 
usually water and fertilize the garden of 
the church by their blood. St. Patrick 
alone is the exception. Prayers, tears and 
peg neces were the sacrifices offered to God 
for the Irish nation. 

“Nations were converted, and at the 
touch of persecution have lost the falth 
today after unparalleled suffering and 
trials. Erin professed the same holy 
faith which St. Patrick, fifteen centuries 
ago, preached to the kings at Tara. She 
professed the same faith as pure and holy 
as it fell from the divine lips of Christ 
Himself. And all this and infinitely more 
is due under God to the constant pray- 
ers of St. Patrick, and the grand and 
peerless virfue of his children who would 
rather be martyred than disgrace his 
cherished memory. 

Birthplace of St. Patrick. 

“He was born in ArmorieAtaul, in the 
town of Bennaven-Tabernia, {n the vear 
377. This town !s now called Boulogn 
Sur Mer. Tabernia, the name of a cele- 
braited. eity quite near was added in order 
to designate it. from Bologna in Italy. 
It wag in this place where he was taken 
captive in the sixteenth year of his age. 
Tiis father was Calpurnius, 2 Roman 
patrician, and his mother, Conchessa, 
was niece to St. Martin, archbishop of 
Tours. St. Evin in the sixth century 
wrote: 

‘“ ‘Patrick was born in Britons of Al. 
leluaind, and was by origin a Briton, Cal- 
purnius was his father’s name. Conches- 
ca was his mother’s name. She was of 
the Franks, and a sister to Martin. Here 
we have no uncertain sound, St. Patrick 
is called a Briton by birth, and was born 
of the Britons. The question now arises: 
Does Pritain in the above quotation mean 
Great Britain or was any part of the 
north of France at that time called Bri- 
tain? If the latter be true, which we hold 
it Is, the great arguments put forward, 
with such flourish of trumpets from the 
above passages in favor of Great Britain 
falle to the ground. Now we have the 
authority of Pliny, Bede and other an- 
cient writers that all] the country rourd 
the present Roulogn Sur Mer, as far 
rorth ag Amiens wags anciently called 
Britain, and the natives Britons. 

“Furthermore, these ancient writers 
State that colonist~ from this Britain in 
Gaul settled down in Albion. and that 
from them the island received the name 
of Brittania. and the natives Britons. 
This fact ta of 'the greatest moment, for 
it completely demonstrates.the strongest 
arguments of these writers who favor 
Sentland from the fact that St. Petrick 
called himself and was styled a Briton, 
and born in Britain. 
own confession to substantiate my ar- 
gument in favor of France. 

“ “After six years’ captivity In Antiem.’ 
the saint writes. ‘I heard a voice in my 
sleep saying: ‘‘Thou shall soon R0 “Oo 
thine own country. Behold thy ship is 
readv—and the place was not near, but 
perhaps at the distance of 200 miles.” 

“Now Scotland is visible from the hills 
of Antiem, hence, if Scotland were his 
own country. he could not have to travel 
200 miles to get to the seashore, which 
was only a few miles distant from the 
place where he was captive. The jour- 
ney was southward toward Beauty bay, 
the natural harbor of sailing from Ireland 
to France. St. Patrick added: ‘After 
three days we reached the land.’ Now 
in these ancient times three days’ sail 
would be about the due time for a vovage 
from the south of Ireland to the north of 
Gaul. This ought to settle the question. 
In eonclusion of this point, T assert that 
if a single drop of Scotch blood flowed in 
Patrick’s veins. the merits of that sacred 
drop wold have saved Scotland in the 
davs of trial. and to such an extent th: 
the unfortunate country could not be 
wan bv Forelish gold. nor absorbed by 
Saxon perfidy, And England's treacherv 
is so well famed in history, song and 
storv that ft is the lowest type of that 
vieo known to the civilized world. 

“Shakespeare throughout the whole 
course of his plays. historles and son- 
nets was lost in admiration of Treland, 
whilst his famous ‘Tragedy of Macbeth” 
shows most unmistakably the unmeas- 
ured execration in which he held Scot- 
land. The history of the “Canny Scot’ 
and his worthy descendants, the ‘Scotch 
Irish.” needs no comment. In the silent 
contempt of the tmmortal Thomas Moore. 
we can only sav: “Oh, no! We never 
mention her.”’ Like our silly American 
girls who sold their glorious heritage 
for a dirty Italian title—the manhood, 
heaven and God for the name and title 
of Great Britain. Weep, heaven, weep! 
Saw vou ever the like of this? 

“The priest, whose name was Gormias, 
to whom the child was brought for bap- 
tism, was blind, and no water was at 
hand. By a heavenly inspiration, the 
priest made the sign of the cross on the 
ground with the hand of the infant; 
forthwith a fountain gushed forth in 
which the child was baptized, and the 
blind priest washing his eyes in the 
miraculous stream received his sight, God 
thereby foreshadowing the light of faith. 
which this infant was Cestined to shed 
upon a heatigen nation seated in darkness 
and the shadows of death. 

“At another time, playing In the fields 
with his little «ister, Leipita, she fell 
heavily upon a stone and appeared at 
the point of death. Patrick wept aloud 
over his sister, and raising her from the 
ground, made the sign of the cross over 
the wound. which at once healed, and 2 
white seam alone remained to bear evi- 
dence of the miracle. 


St. Patrick’s Capitivity. 

“During his childhood and boyhood God 
had showered down on one saint the 
choicest graces of heaven, and had pr>?- 
pared our holy youth that now awaited 
him. His mother had drunk of the 
school of captivity, and in the same 
school the apostle of Ireland was to be 
trained. At an age when youth, play, 
innocence, and bright dreams of a happy 
future make life a paradise. Our saint 
was a veteran soldier, and prepared for 
the heaviest cross of Christ,

During the course of this year the Irish 
princes, and particularly the famous Nial 
of the Nine Hostages, ravished the coasts 
of Gaul, in search of plunder of all sorts, 
but especially of slaves. Armed banda 
of marauders landed on the coast, and 
laid waste the country. In one of these 
expeditions our saint’s parents were slain; 
himself, his two sisters and many thou- 
sands were carried into slavery. The two 
sisters were separated from their brother, 
and sold as slaves !n Louth. Our holy 
youth was sold to four masters, one of 
them, enamored of his good avualities, 
purchased him from his partners. His 
name was Milcho, a prince or chieftain in 
the county of Antrim. 

“God's providence directs everything, 
end hence nothing happens by accident 
in the lives of His great servants. God 
had destined our saint to be the apostle 
of thg Irish nation, and hence the cap- 
tivity was designed in order that our holy 
youth might learn the Irish language, 
know the good @ispositions of the Irish 
heart, and by fatigues, trials and harid- 
ships be fitted for his high mission in 
the future. Nights and days were passed 
tending sheep in the woods and moun- 
tains. In summer he was exposed to 
the burning heat of the sun, and in win- 
ter to the bitter cold. Prayer sanctifled 
his sufferings—!00 times by day—&and as 
often by night, did he commune with 
his God. And in this alone did he seek 
and find consolation. Never for one asin- 
gle moment did his indomitable spirit 
relax. Think of it! A young and dell- 
cate lad—deprived of priest, sacraments 
and -sacrifice for six long years—the only 
Christian among thousands of Pagans. 
the young hero of TIreland’s first and 
holiest cause! The slave of the noblest 
love on record, the love of the Irish 
people! From the first moment Ireland 
lived in his grand heart—his brave Celtic 
heart—and paid no rent. 

“God's designs are accomplished, the 
work is done, the captive has proved his 
fidelitv. and freedom is about to dawn 
upon the high-born slave. One night in 
a vision or dream Milcho saw his slave 
(Patrick enter his house and flames issu- 
ing from his mouth, eyes, nostrils and 
ears, Milcho repelled the slave and the 
flames did him no harm, The flames now 
appeared to envelope and consume his 
two littie daughters who were sleeping 
with him in the same bed, and a mighty 
wind arose and scattered their ashes all 
over Erin. Milcho awoke in a fright, sent 
for Patrick and asked if he could inter- 
pret the vision. Patrick replied: "The fire 
which thou sawest coming forth from me 
is the faith of the Holy Trinity which 
burns within me, and which I will here- 
after preach to thee, but 
wilt not belleve; 
vour two daughters will belleve in the 
true God, and serve him in justice and 
holiness durine their lives, and when 
dyvine the death of the just, their ashes, 
that is their relics, will be carried to 
many parts of Ireland, and will bring 
health and blessings to many.’ Thus di 
God already begin to reveal to our saint 
the secrets of his future mission. St. Pat- 
rick in his confession thus narrates his 
escape: ‘One night In My sleep I heard 
a voice saving to me: “Thou Tagtest well, 
thou shalt soon go to thy country,” and 
after a short time I heard a response 
saying to me: ‘‘Behold &hy ship is ready.’’ 
And it was not near, but perhaps 200 
miles off. And I had never been there, 
nor did I know any of the people who 
lived there; and immediately after this 
I fled, and having left the man with 
whom I had been for six years in the 
power of the Lord, who directed my way 
for good. I feared nothing until I ar- 
rived at the ship, and on the day of my 
arrival the ship had left her place, and I 


with them. And the master was displeas- 
ed and replied sharply with anger. 
not think that you can go with us.’ 
When I heard this I went to a cottage 
where [I received hospitality 
gan to pray as I went along: and before 
I had finished my prayer I heard one of 
them calling out loudly after me: ‘Come 
quickly, for these men 4are calling thee,” 
and immediately I returned to them and 
they began to say to me: "Come, we re- 
ceive you in good faith: be friends with 
us as you may wish.’’ So on that day I 
ceased to fiy for the fear of God. How- 
ever, I hoped of them that they might 
Say to me: ‘‘Come jin the faith of Jesug 
Christ, for they were Gentiles.” ’ 

“He preached to them the true -faith 
and converted every man to Christianity. 
The grand apostle! The holy captive had 
to travel about 200 miles. God’s holy 
angel guided him on his journey. Ban- 
try bay is put down as the port of his 
embarkation. This confirms our opinion 
that France, not Scotland. was the 
Ssaint’s ‘own country.’ Scotland is visible 
from the shores of Antrim, and hence it 
would appear incredible that he should 
travel 200 miles on land to gain the 
coast. Aiter a second captivity of sixty 
days he obtained the freedom of his own 
country, Our fair sister France. 

“At this time the mighty Roman em- 
pire was tottering to ruins. The city of 
‘Ome itself wags sacked and set on fire 
by Alaric and his goths hordes of bar- 
bariang swept over the provinces, devas- 
lating everything in their paths by fire 
and sword, The sanctuaries of the church 
and the cities of the empire shared the 
Same fate, The great works of the Chris- 
tian emperors in church and state met 
with common devastation. Add to this 
heresy and schism followed in the wake 
of the barbarians, God, who knows the 
times andt,he seasons, is ever with his

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KIRK ANXIOUS 
TO KEEP CASH 


Testimony Taken Here for 
Greene and Gaynor 
Bondsmen, 


Abram J. Rose, of New York city, rep- 
resenting William B. Kirk, of Syracuse, 
N. Y., surety for Benjamin D. 
and John F.. Gaynor, and Judge J. T. 
Arms, of Binghampton, N. Y., represent- 
ing the United States government, were 
in the city yesterday for the purpose of 
taking the testimony of Thomas B. Fel- 
der in connection with the injunction suit 
instituted by Kirk to prevent levy on his 
property to secure the payment of the 
bonds of Greene and Gaynor which have 
been declared forfeited. Marien Erwin, of 
Macon, district attorney for the southern 
district of Georgia, was also present with 
Judge Arms, representing the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Felder has been sick for some time 
with the grip, and as his physician would 
not permit him to go out yesterday, it 
was necessary to take the testimony in 
his room at the Kimball house. The testi- 
mony was taken before E. D. Thomas, 
notary public, who administered the 
Oath. 

Green and Gaynor, as is well known, 
are under charges of defrauding the 
government out of a million or more dol- 
lars, through a conspiracy with Captain 
Oberlin M. Carter, who has already serv- 
ed a term in the United States penitentia- 
ry at Fort Leavenworth. Wien they were 
indicted they were arrested and gave bond 
In the sum of $40,000 each, on which 
Kirk was surety. Their filght to Canada 
Where they still are, 1s familiar history. 

Kirk now claims that the defendants 
were surrendered into the custody of the 
United States district court at Savannah, 
and that the court took charge of them, 
He bases this claim on the ground that 
Judge Emory Speer passed an order while 
the defendants were in Savannah for the 
first hearing of the case, requiring them 
to remain within the limits of Chatham 
county. It is also stated that Judge Speer 
required their constant attendance in 
court during the progress of the case. Fol- 
lowing the second hearing, or argument 
on the demurrer, Judge Speer modified 
this order permitting the defendants to go 
elsewhere than Chatham county. 

When the bonds were declared forfeit- 
ed and steps taken to collect them by levy 
On Kirk’s property, he applied for injunc- 
tion im the United States court in New 
York, on the ground that his liability on 
the bonds was no longer of force, because, 
in the manner stated, the court had tak- 
en jurisdiction of the defendants. 

Mr. Felder, who was one of the attor- 
neys for Greene and Gaynor, simply gave 
testimony on this line going tathow. that 
the court had taken the defendants into 
custody in the manner set forth. 

The government holds that this action 
of the court was merely for the purpose 
of better securing the presence of the de- 
fendants during the progress of the trial, 
and that the sureties were never released 
irom their obligation. 

Mr. Rose, who was accompanied by his 
daughter, Miss Anna Rose, and Judge 
Arms left the city at noon yesterday to 
return to New York.

That Story About Panama 
Canal Denied by Prof. 
Burr. 


Washington, March 16.—The house com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce today heard Professor W. H. Burr 
on the question of sanitation of the Pan- 
ama canal route. The isthmian canal 
commisston had, he said, regarded the 
subject as one of the greatest importance. 
The works of sanitation would be chiefly 
the construction of water works and a 
sewerage system for the city of Panama 
and Colon and the drainage of districts 
between those cities. It would, how- 
ever, he said, require the cooperation of 
the police and the people on the islands 
have no idea of sanitary principles. He 
estimated the cost at $2,000,000. The 
completion of the canal, he said, could 
be accomplished in eight or nine years. 

Answering Mr. Hepburn, Professor Burr 
eaid that where men are careless in their 
isthmus the mortality is 
high. He had not, he said, ever heard of 
a thousand men who lost their lives for 


/every mile so far as work had been done 


upon it, nor had he ever heard of a grave 
yard containing 8,000 graves of laborers 
or of the fact that, out of 800 Chinese 
laborers, 500 had died in three months. 
Professor Burr was subjected to many 
questions, mostly bearing on the amount 
of excavation made by the two French 
companies, and said they had excavated 
about. 7,000,000 yards, two-thirds of 
which was useful, leaving !00 million 


cubic yards yet to be excavated.

| TRANSFER ONLY, QUESTION 


OF PRICE TO COLOMBIA 

Paris, March 1!16.—The case of the re- 
public of Colombia against the Panama 
Canal Company to prevent the transfer 
of the latter’s concession to fhe United 
States was resumed today before the first 
tribunal of the Seine. Much interest was 
manifested in the hearing, a number of 
Americans being present. The former 
president of the tribunal, Maitre Dubuit, 
continued his argument in behalf of the 
company’s right to sell its concession 
to the United States. 

He emphasized that it was upon the 
formal insistence of the government of 
Colombia that the company finally con- 
sented to treat with the United States. 
Prior to that time the company had 
met the overtures of the United States 
with silence or refusals, but Colombia 
finally persuaded the company to take 
up the transfer to the United States. 
“The initiative of these negotiations for 
the sale did not come from us, but from 
the government of Colombia,’’ exclaimed 
M. Dubuit. 

Counsel further asserted that the re- 
public of Panama was fully organized as 
a sovereign state, “but,” he added, 
“what right has Colombia to contest 
the existence of Panama before a French 
court, when the French government and 
the governments of other nations 
throughout the world have recognized 
Panama as a sovereign state. Let Co- 
lombia and Panama settle their own dif- 
ferences, but this must not prejudice the 
rights of third parties, foreigners have 
acquired for a valuable consideration.” 

In closing, M. Dwbuit asked the fol- 
lowing significant question: 

“Why should we solicit your consent 
when your authority ceased to exist? 
Let us speak frankly. Its a question 
of price, is it not? And it is best that 
we do not discuss that branch of the 
question.” ‘ 

Maitre Guiltaumin, representing Bona- 
parte Wise, the original concessionaire, 
pointed out to the court that the civil 
tribunal of the Seine decided March 19, 
1902, that the cOmpany could make the 
transfer, but limited the time until 
March 4, !903. He insisted that this 
decision prevented the transfer to the 
United States after the latter date. 

The hearing was adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

M. Dubuit’s statement that the Colom- 
bians’ consent to the transfer._was “a 
question of price’’ was much comment- 


ed upon.

He Says He Will Read Up on Key’s 
Ordinance Before He Talks 
About His Plan for Run- 
ning the Police De- 
partment. 


Considerable interest is felt in the pol- 
icy to be adopted by Commissioner Day, 
the new chairman of the police board. 
Will Chairman Day let Chief Ball run 
the department, or will he exercise the 
prerogatives of chairman that exist 
under the old regime before the Key 
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‘police force. Under the old law,

ordinance became a law? That is the 
question which those interested in police 
affairs wish answered. 

Commisfioner Day was asked about 
the matter yesterday by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution, and he re- 
plied in substance that he would have 
to read the Key ordinance carefully and 
then make up 3n  opinin en thit 
law. 

Mr. Day, among other things, remark- 
ed that Commiésioner English and 
Mayor Howell had stated that the Key 
ordinance did not amount to much. 
He also said that he would, after ex- 
amining the Key ordinance, act on his 
best judgment and if he did not do right 
the board could take up the matter. All 
of which leares Chairman Day’s pur- 
pose in regard to the management of 
the police force somewhat uncertain. 

The Old “Police Slogan.” 

For a long while there has been a 
police slogan, “Let the chief be chief 
in fact as well as in name,” and this 
was much discussed and talked about 


during the noted police investigation 
by the city council. When the police 
board met Tuesday night and elected 
Mr. Day chairman, Commissioner John- 
son, one of Mr. Day’s closest allies on 
the board, said he was partly respOnsi- 
ble for the Key ordinance, and that he 
wanted the chief to run the department. 

The Key ordinance is very piain and 
not at all difficult of construction. How 
there can be any doubt about the mean- 
ing of the law has caused no little sur- 
prise. It states explicitly that when 
the police board is not in session the 
chief shal] have absolute control of a 
the 
chairman of the board acted for the 
board, and the chief was subject to his 
orders at any time. Now it is not so. 

Will Read New Law. 

When seen in his office yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Day said: 

“Y do not care to give out any inter- 
view at this time for publication. I will 
read up on the Key ordinance, and then 
determine what my prerogatives are. 
The mayor and Captain English have 
sald there wasnt much in the Key or- 
dinance. I am a conservative man and 
will 49 nothing rash or radical. From 
what I know of our present chief, I do 
not think there will be any friction 
between us. I believe all will be per- 
factiy harmonious and pleasant. If I 
misconstrue the Key ordinance and ex- 
ceed my authoritv as chairman, then the 
beard can take the matter up, if it sees 
fit. Y shall endeavor to do my duty as 
I gee it, and that is all any man can 
gay.” 

Mr. Day laughingly stated that he had 
peen called up over his ‘phone a great 
many times by persons who wanted to 
congratulate him. 

When asked if he had outlined any 
especial new work for the police depart- 
ment to take up, he replied: 

‘“T haven’t had time quite yet. I was 
just elected chairman last night. I

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“KING” O’KEEFE’S WILL 
TO BE OPENED NEXT MAY 


ROM Honolulu comes the announce- 
F ment that the Georgia widow of the 

late ‘‘King” O'Keefe of the Island of 
Yap in the South seas, who was lost 
about two years ago, is entitled to sue 
for three-fourths of the vast estate now 
in litigation. Under the German law the 
will of O’Keefe cannot be opened until 
three years after his death, which wil! be 
May, !905. 

In The Pacific Commercial Advertiser,of 
Honolulu, dated February 27, appears the 
announcement that Attorney HMartridge, 
of Savannah, was expected to pass 
through Honolulu in a short while en 
route to the Orient in the interest of the 
Georgia claimant. 

As is well known to readers of The Con- 
stitution, O’Keefe went to the east from 
Georgia, leaving here a wife and daugh- 
ter. He was marvelously successful and at 
the time of his disappearance in May, 
1902, practically owned several islands. 
He bought the island of St. David from 
the Spanish government and held it for 
13 years under the American flag. He 
lived at Taranga, a small islet in a 
harbor of the island of Yap. He maintain- 
ed three trading stations in the Pewlew 
group. When the Spanish American war 
broke out, Germany acquired many of 
the islands, including St. David and Yap, 
and took possession under the German 
flag. 

‘King’ O’Keefe had a native wife and 
several children when he was lost at sea. 
His estate, worth over a million, is claim- 
ed by both widows. Not until his will 


lis opened according to law in the German 


courts of the Caroline islands next May, 
will it be known what disposition in re- 


gard to the rival claimants he has made. 
O’ Keefe was lost at sea with two of his 
native sons, while bound from Hong Kong 
to Yap on the schooner Santa Cruz. 

The story from Honolulu deals particu- 
larly with the part played in the litiga- 


tion by Captain Zachary, of the American | 


Ship Ivanhoe, lately of the Alameda. He 
was at one time master of the schooner 


Taranga of the O'Keefe estate, this being | 


one of the vessels operated by the king 
in carrying on his South sea trading in- 
dustry. 

As master of the Taranga, Captain 
Zachary went to Yap in December, !902, 
remaining there until July of last year. 
He was in the employ of the O'Keefe es- 
tate, which, according to the ‘‘King’s” 
express wish, in case anything happened 
to him, was to be managed by his eldest 
daughter, Jennie. The latter is an accoOm- 
plished woman having been educated in a 
convent in Hong Kong. The widow is a 
half caste and the daughters are very 
pretty. Owing to ill health the daughter 
was unable to comply with her dead fath- 
er’s request and an Englishman was call- 
ed in as manager. There was trouble in 
a short time between the manager and 
Captain Zachary. It ended in a couple of 
native German soldiers being sent aboard 
his vessel and he was forcibly displaced} 
a German being put in his place.- 

Captain Zachary has resented this by 
placing his case before the American 
government on the ground that the man- 
ager of the estate, which ts American in 
a German colony, has no right to displace 
an American master of a ghip flying the 
American flag and putting on its deck @ 
German master.

IN RACING CIRCUIT 


Regular Meetings May be Held 
Under National Association 


There is a quiet movement on foot for 
the organizing of a club that will prob- 
ably be known as the Atlanta Jockey 
Club. The object of this organization will 
be the bringing of horse races to Atlan- 
¢a and an application for admission to 


the national association. 

For the successful accomplishment of 
this project, a careful canvass of the 
city has been made and a great number 
of the most influential citizens nave eith- 
er agreed to subscribe for stock or have 
given their word that they will not c®m- 
bat the movement. Their reason for this 
Is the fact that they have been con- 
winced that races properly run on a regu- 
larly lMcensed track would be a great 
thing for Atlanta. Heretofore Atlantans 
have only had a ten or twelve days meet- 
ing on a half mile track which while per- 
mitted was never officially authorized by 
the national association. Many outlaws 
were brought to the track and some of 
the jockeys who rode in the races weré 
riders who had for good reasons been re- 
tired to the obscurity of the bushes 

But notwithstanding this fact, 
people of Atlanta patronized the races 
and they proved to be practically the 
one and only drawing card to the fair. 
This the managrermcnt of the fair admit- 
ted in their statement issued two days 
ago together with their decision to dis- 
continue holding fairs in Atianta. 

But for some time there has been a 
movement on foot for the establishment 
of a Mile tracsin Atlanta and an organ- 
ization to be known as the Atianta Jock- 
ey Club. Behind this movement are men 
representing the best interests of the city 
and when the time comes the very men- 
tion of their names will be a sufficient 
guarantee to warrant the best and clean- 
est sport to be found on the American 
turf. 

There has been no Sudden burst of en- 
thusiasm, but rather a steady conserva- 
tive movement that will in all probability 
find Atlanta with a mile track and a 
eixty or ninety day meeting sanctioned 
and run under the approval of the nation- 
el association. ‘This has all been done 
eo quietly that only a few of the par- 
ties most directly Interested are aware 
of the movement. It has been found that 
the necessary amount of stock for or- 
ganization would find ready purchasers 
and that among these would be found 
mames which have ever stood for the 
best interests of the city. Included 
would also be a sufficient political back- 
ing to warrant the success of the neces 
gary legislation. 

Races Draw Crowds. 

It bas been proved that not Only the 
people of Atlanta but the people of Geor- 
gia want horse racing. Even the outlaw 
races run during the Interstate fairs have 
attracted thousands both from the city 
and all parts of the state. As long as 
the fairs were in progress, even this 
limited amount of racing was sufficient 
to appease the appetites of those who 
love this form of sport. But so steadily 
has this interest developed that now 
the Atlanta and Georgia talent want 
nothing but tke very best and that means 
a@ mile track, the sanction of the nation. 
el association and the government by a 
board of stewards that would secure the 
very best of racing. 

A few influential men have for the past

It is reported on the best of authority 
tfat with a mile track and the proper 
kind of a board of governing stewards 
Atlanta womle be able to secure admis. 
Sion to the nationa] association provid- 
ing the dates of meetings be so arranged 
as not to conflict with the New Orleans 
meetings. This would immediately result 
in Atlanta becoming one of the great 
racing centers of the country for every 
horseman who has ever visited the city 
has been wonderfully impressed with 
the advantages offered by climatic and 
Other conditions and have been utterly 
unable to understand why: Atlanta has 
been in the national circuit this long 

ime. 


Unfortunately for Atlanta, those who 
are opposed to the racing game in this 
city have,seen the sport only at its worst 
With only those king of persons who fre- 
quent outlaw tracks. Then, too, the rac- 
ing has been far from satisfactory for ob- 
vious reasons. To be sure, last fall Judge 
Russwurm and Starter Gerhardy con- 
tributed as much As possible to elevating 
the sport by the fairness of their dects- 
lons- but the horses were not here, the 
real horses, that iss. Then jockeys were 
here who were barred from the regular 
tracks and many complaints were made 
as to the riding. 

It is declared that with a track run un- 
der the auspices of the national associa- 
“on and governed by gentlemen at home 
who would permit of absolutely no crook- 
ed work, all this would be changed and 
the real lovers of the sport would come to 
Atlanta, including among these the kind 
of people who belong to the most exclu- 
Sive sets in the largest cities in the un- 
ion. These men and not a few ladies fol- 
low the sport with their own horses for 
the pure love of it and for the same 
reason elevate it so far above the con- 
ditions that exist about the outlaw track 
that there is simply no comparison. It 
is believed that those who are now so 
antagonistic to the introduction of racing 
in Atlanta would view the matter in quite 
a different light, providing they were 
given an opportunity to see it at its best 
Instead of at its worst as in the past. 

Means a Mile Track. 

So far has this movement progressed 
that the present half mile track has been 
surveyed by one of Atlanta’s most com- 
petent engineers and the estimate for 
the necessary work for enlarging it to a 
mile track falls far within amount that 
hag already been pledged. The high bank 
at the upper end of the present stretch 
would be cut away and the dirt procured 
in this way used in the filling in at the 
other end. The new stretch would run 
directly through the present grand stand 
and this old structure would be suppltant- 
ed by a new and modern affair that wouid 
run along the new track for the distunce 
of the present stretch. Included in the 
amount estimated for this purpose is a 
sufficlent sum to build the kind of a 
graud Siand that is found only at the 
best tracks. This would include a glass 
front &nd all of the other modern acces- 
sories.

SIXTEEN WEEKS 
AWAY FROM HOME 


Remarkable Record of Los | 
Angeles Natienal Base- 
ball Club, 


As a general thing the manager of a 
team dislikes to take his team On a long 
road trip and players are equally disin- 
ciined to take the journey. 

Bernie McCay, who arrived Tuesday 
from the coast, brings a story of what is 
prebably the longest road trip on record 
and in many respects the most remarka- 
ble. a 

It was the Los Angeles team, in the Pa- 
cific National League, which made this 
remarkable record. This club left home 
one game to the good, heading the Test 
of the teams in the league by a few 
points. It was on the road for sixteen 
weeks and returned home in the same 
position it occupied sixteen weeks be- 
fore, at the head of the league by one 
game. 

There have been road trips and road 
trips, but this is probably the record. 
Last year the New York Americans at 
the opening of the season were obliged to 
take the road for twenty-eight games, but 
this was but one-fourth of the journey, 
compared to the Los Angeles men. 

Finance was the cause of the long trip. 
The National League, known as the Pa- 
cific National, had entered into competi- 
tion wfth the ‘‘outlaws'’ and was obliged 
tc play in the same towns. The outlaws 
in Los Angeles were also leading the 
league and the people were rooting for 
the outlaws. The Nationals were re- 
garded as interlopers and the Outlaws 
as home talent. Consequently when the 
two teams were about equa] in strength 
the people preferred to go to see the out- 
laws play. ‘The receipts from the Na- 


tional games in LOs Angeles were trifling. 
On tthe road, however, the conditions 
were different. Everything was changed 
and the leading team of the league drew | 
well in every city and made money on 


every game. So the club began with one 
club and ran the gamut of the remaining 
clubs. Then it went back to the begin- 
ning again and started the whole thing 
over. 


Baseball 1s a paying proposition on the 
coast. This is evidenced by the fact that 
it is played in San Francisco for eight 
months on a stretch for five days in the 
week, and every game is well attended. 

Oakland, the club to which McCay be- 
longed, igs situated about 10 miles from 
San Francisco. The San Francisco club 
Stuygs at home for the average length of 
time and then goes out on the road. 
Whenever it is on the road the Oakland 
club comes into San Francisco and be- 
comes the home ciub, playing all games 
ai the San Francisco park. This ig done 
five days in the week. 

On Sunday and Tuesday, however, there 
i; no game in San Francisco. The team 
then goes over to Oakland and plays 
there. One game is played Sunday morn- 
ing and the other Tuesday afternoon. 

In speaking of the peace agreement and 
the eondition on the coast, Bernie McCay 
remarked yesterday: ‘I do not believe 
that the peace agreement will continue 
for more than one year. Then it will] be- 
come a thing of the past. . This js the 
opinion of the baseball players in Cali- 
fornia. 

“And it ig a reasonable supposition. 
Next year when the major leagueg begin 
Grafting they wil] take the best men 
away from the coast. Newton will be 
drafted, Hughes will have to come east, 
and the same thing will happen to al) the 
stars. 

““On‘éthe other hand, the coast teams 
will not have a chance to recruit their 
forces. They will draft men from the 
eastern leagues and the men will refuse 
to go. They do not wish to leave their 
homes and go west 3,000 miles. 

“Thus the coast league will be weaken. 
ed and no possible way can be devised to 
strengthen it. The players wi} refuse 
to go where drafted. The people wil! 
raise a howl, and then the coast men will 
becume Outlaws once more.’’

Washirgton, March {6.—The Dietrichin- 
vestigation commission continued its in- 
quiry inte the charges against Senator 
Dietrich today.

Wright stated he knew of no frauds or 
misdoings ef any one connected with the 
Temoval of the pestoffice at Hastings. He 
eaid he had a talk with Leopold Hain 
after his return from Omaha; that Hahn 
had stated to him he would get even with 
Fisher (who was appointed postmaster) 
if it took ten years and $16,000. 

Affidavits of Alexander Canapbell, of 
McCook, Neb., and Dr. John Cook, of 
Hastings (since deceased) were then of- 
fered in evidence by Senator Dietricn’s 
attorney. These affidavits deny certain 
aonversations said to have taken place be- 
tween Hahn and Dr. Cook regarding the 
sale of the postoffice by Senator Dict- 
rich. Senator Deitrich then offered a 
statement of his connection with the 
Hastings postoffice together with checks, 
deeds of the Dietrich property, pass books 
of the bank where his daughter keeps her 
account and other matters bearing on the 
case. |

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MAINS CHARGED 
WITH ELECTRICITY 


Tests Were Made Yesterday on 
Chattahoochee Avenue 


Electricians Discovered That Twen- 
ty-five Volts of Electric Cur- 
rent Are Constantly Flow- 
ing from River to Cen- 
ter of City. 


Atianta‘s entire system of waterworks 
in the center of the city is probably 
charged with electricity. This is the 
discovery that was made yesterday morn- 
ing during tests made on the 30-inch 
main on Chattahoochee avenue. . 

The volt meter registered 25 volts. 
The current is fowmg towards the city. 

The tests were made by City Etectri- 
clan Harper and Electricians Bowlsi!ey 
and Redding of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company. The tests were wit- 
nessed by President F. P. Rice, of the 
water board, General Manager Park 
Woodward and Superintendents W. M. 
Rapp and J. W. Rapp. 

While this voltage is flowing through 

the mains of the city, probably leaving 
them at the nearest point to the plant 
of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company on Butler street, it is admit- 
ted that the mains are now being in- 
jured by them. 
_Electricrans have decided that electric 
currents injure water mains by rusting 
them and eating holes in them only at 
the point where the current leaves the 
mains. The tendency Is to preserve the 
mains at all ether points. 

The current that now flows through 
the waterworks system of Atlanta is 
gathered at the Chattahoochee river. It 
leaves the tracks of the street railway 
company there, seeps through the damp 
earth of the river bed and is attracted 


by the big Chattahoochee avenue main 
néar the river pumping station. From 
there it flows towards the city and finds 
a metal] connéction all the way to the 
power house of the electric company. 
The object of the tests on yesterday 
was to establish the fact that the elec- 
tric current is now flowing towatds the 
city. It ss believed that when the Bull 
Sluice plant is put into commission the 
current will be gathered In the city and 
will flow towards the river, leaving the 


| Chattahoochee avenue main and travel- 


ing towards the Bul] Sluice plant at 
po.nts of least resistence. 

It is belleved that this will injure the 
Chattahoochee avenue main because of 
the fact that current injures a main 
where it leaves it. 

By establishing the fact, therefore, 
during the tests of yesterday morning 
that the current is at present flow.ng 
towards the city, and is doing practi- 
cally no harm to the mains the muncip- 
al authorities will be in a position to 
argue the question with the Bull Sluice 
owners if, in the future, injury results 
to the water mains by a flow of current 
from the city twards the river. 
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GENERAL WOOD ~ 
BEFORE SENATE 


Speeches For and Against 
the Soldier Are 
Made. 


Washington, March 1!6.—Another en- 
tire day of the senate was devoted to 
consideration, in executive session, of 
the nomination of General Leonard 
Wood to be major general. Senator Black- 
burn resuming: his speech began yester- 
day, occupied a little more than two 
hours and was followed by Senator 
Quarles, who consumed the balance of 
the day and expects to take another 
hour tomorrow. tI is predicted now that 
a vote will be reached before adjourn- 
ment Friday. In addition to the set 
speeches, which will be made by Sena- 
tors Teller and Foraker, Senator Alger, 
formerly secretary of war, will take fif- 
teen or twenty minutes in defense of 
General Woods executive abilitv. He 
will speak from a personal point of 
view. 

The military record and executive abil- 
ity of General Wood formed the sub- 
jects of Senator Quarles’ remarks. He 
followed very closely the testimony be- 
fore the military affairs committee and 
praised General Wood for his conduct 
in the Geronimo campaign, the cam- 
Paign against the Apaches, the Spantfsh- 
Americas war and the record he was 
now making in the Philippines. No atten- 
tion wag pald by Senator Quarles to the 
charges made against General Wood, 
though he suggested that in concluding 
tomorrow he would attempt to show they 
had not been proved affer an exhaustive 
inquiry by the senate committee. 

The interruptions in the speeches to- 
dav were fewer than yesterday. Senator 
Foraker is denended on by the majority 
members of the military committee to 
answer all the charges that have been 
made.

America for the detection and prosecu- 
FP tion of counterfeiters, forgers anu ticket 
%, manipulators, is, it is said, incidentally 
driving another spike into the coffins of 
Tthe crooked ticket scalpers of the United 
' States, 
} The Constitution published early in 
1 July, last year, an article citing the 
t robbery May 9, of that year, of the 
ticket office of the Southern Pacific Com- 
y pany at Cuero, Tex., of some $/8,000 or 
a $20,000 worth of tickets; the arrest of 
© one John T, Smith, alias J. F. Mahony, 
at Knoxvilie, Tenn., for disposing of 
i}some of these tickets, and the recovery 
lof quite a bunch of the stolen tickets 
tin the two scalping offices .n Atlanta. 

Smith was reieased for want of evi- 
idence at the time, but the representa- 
tives of the Railway Ticket Protective 
3 Bureau were convinced that he was one 
of the guilty parties. The Pinkerton 
‘agenc:’ was instructed to keep Smith un- 
‘der surveillance and secure evidence to 
,convict him when another arrest should 
be made. Some of the most serious 

¢ charges involved are forgery, using the 
dmails for fraudulent purposes and ob- 
" tainting money under false pretences. 
| Smith Is Rearrested. 
The Pinkerton agency has since his 
« release in Knoxville last summer kept 
<4 Smith under its surveillance. Two weeks 
ago Detective Harry White, of the local 
‘force, was sent to Baltimore, where 
: Smith had located, and was engaged in 
the hat business, with a requisition from 
; the governor of Georgia on the governor 
{of Maryland. The requisition was hon- 
ored and Smith was arrested. Before De- 
tective White could get Smith aboard a 
train he had instituted habeas corpus 
proceedings, and when witnesses were 
introduced to show that the Railway 
Ticket Protective Bureau had its hands 
on the right man, Smith introduced wit- 
nesses to show that he was in Baltimore 
‘on the G@ay on which it wads claimed he 
‘had disposed of a number of the stolen 
‘tickets at Atlanta, and that he could 
not therefore have possibly Leen in the 
gouth. Smith's lawyer pleaded mistaken 
‘wdentity, os well as Smith’s finess. The 
protective bureau was sire of its cases, 
‘and spared no pains or expense to se- 
‘eure Smith's extradition. 

It was necessary for the bureau to send 
Mr. Samuel Iseman, Mr. CQayton Berry 
and Attorney R. C. Alston to Baltimore, 
to make out its case. Attorney Alston 
‘and Detective White returned to Atlanta 
Tuesday afternoon with the prisoner,

Smith was recently indicted by the 
grand jury of Fulton county on the 
charge of being a common cheat and 
swindler, atid some Time ago a warrant 
charging him with forgery was sworn 
out by J. F. Van Henssellaer. gener. 
agent in Atlanta of the Southern Pacific 
Company. Yesterday the solicitor gen- 
era] fixed Smith’s bond at 31,000 for the 
cave covered by the indictment. LC. B. 
Crew, of this city, signed the bond, but 
upon learning the nature of the eharges 
against Smith, it is said Mr. Crew with- 
drew his name from the bond, whereupon 
Smith's brother arranged a $1,00C cash 
bond. Smitli was then arrested on the 
warrant Charging him with forgery and 
brought before Justice of the lbeace 
Landrum, who fixed his bond in that 
case at $1,000. 

A Railroad Official Talks. 

A railroad official has tne following to 

say: 
“The evidence in the John T. Smith 
caso shows that he swincled both of che 
ticket scu.ping firms in Atlanta and at- 
tempted tio swindle ticket scalperg at 
Chattancoga, Knoxville, Cincinnati and 
Other polnis, and he is the very strong- 
est argument that could pe placed before 
the public that they should, under nv 
circumstances, deal with ticket scalpers. 
lf a ticket scalper will swindle his broth- 
er breker with whom he is supposed to 
be in cahoots to ‘do’ the railroads, it 
seems to me that it is a fair deduction 
that he will swindle his victims who are 
intending passengers.’’ 

Most railroad schedules are puzzling 
things, requiring a bit more time to un- 
ravel than the average tourist can give 
them between trains, and for many years 
there has been an earnest effort on the 
part of the passenger departments of the 
various lines to get up something that the 
general public could understand. The At 
lanta and West Point has to a degree 
solved tne problem and has gotten out one 
that can be understood by any one witr 
sufficient intelligence to get out of the 
rain. This road hag published an epitome 
of all the schedules leading into and out 
of Atlanta. This list also gives the 
schedules of all the trains passing 
through here from New York to Sa- 
vannah, Florida, New Orleang and all the 
southern points reached by the routes 
with which the West Point is connected. 
The new arrangement of the schedules 
through this section will prove of especial 
interest to those who come this way in 
their winter excursions. In addition to 
its technical information, it containg a 
number of articles wat relate to the 
places of interest in tnis state and those 
to the south &nd west of it. <As a cen- 
terpiece, it shows the comlipete map of 
the United States, with all the transcon- 
tinenal] lines from Atlanta to the Pacific 
coast printed in bright colors. There are 
many demands .or this schedule booklet 
and the officials of the road are busy 
sending them out. 


A meeting of the rate clerks of the lines 
south of the Ohio and east of the Missis- 
sippi river was held in the office of Chair- 
man Jdseph Richardson, in the Equitable 
building yesterday, and the same meet- 
ing will he continued for several days to 
come. There were about thirty represen- 
tatives present and they accomplished a 
great deal of work yesterday, none of 
which was given out for publication. It 
is understood that they are engaged es- 
pecially in checking up summer rates, 
and that these rates will be the same as 
heretofore. These rates do not apply to 
the special figures that will be named for 
the St. Louis exposition, as that matter 
will be atended to by a committee appoint- 
ed for the purpese. The fare to the ex- 
position will be one of the lowest ever 
known from this secflon, according to in- 


formation which has leaked out in ad- 
vance, and it is thought that there will 
be a very large atendance from Georgia 
and the other southern states. 


W. H. Halsey, assistant secretary of 
the Southeastern Freight Association and 
president of the Transportation Club of 
this city, who has been quite {ll at Wash- 
ington for the past several weeks, is now 
at Atlantic City, N. J., and is expected 
in Atlanta within a few days. It 1s re- 
ported that Mr. Halsey is much im- 
proved and that he will be able to resume 
his duties here upon his return. 


Lake Toxaway, in the sapphire cuun- 
try of North Carolina, will, it fs said, 
be the mecca this summer for 4 large 
number of people of the southern states 
who annually take a vacation in the warm 
months.

W. H. Wells, chief engineer of construc- 
tion of the Southern railway, was here 
yesterday. It was said that his visit 
possessed no significance other than thar 
relating to routine matters and that he 
would take the Southern train fer Wash- 
ington at 12 last night. 


Four emigrants from Georgia a1 North 
Carolina reached Atlanta yesterday, just 
one day too late to take their trains 
for the west. They meant to go to points 
in Texas and Indian Territors, but had 
waited until the expiration of the partic- 
ular date on which the low ret2s were 
good and will now have to bide their time 
until the next date, which wii be soon.

PAPER WEIGHT 
STOPS ARGUMENT 


— 


Justice Bloodworth and Attorney 
Boykin in Difficulty, 


Claiming That He Was Being Insult- 
ed by the Attorney, Justice 
Struck Him with a Glass 
Paper Weight—Boykin 
Threw Inkstand. 


Justice of the Peace J. G. Bloodworth 
and Attorney John A. Boykin, of the 
firm of Lumpkin & Boykin, engaged in a 
persona] encounter in the courtroom yes- 
terday shortly before noon during the 
trial of an attachment case, Judge Blood- 
worth striking Attorney Boykin on the 
head with a glass paper weight and the 
attorney, in return, striking the just.ce 
with a glass inkstand. 

The paper weight cut a small gash on 
the attorney's head, from which the 
blood flowed. The b:ow of the attorney 
did no damage, a bystander striking his 
arm just as he was in the act of throw- 
ing the inkstand. 

The case on trial at the t.me was that 
of the Commerc.al Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, transferees, against Mrs. L. Gil- 
liam, it being an attachment for balance 
of purchase money on a piano. The 
piano had been purchased from the Cable 
Piano Company and a contract, on which 
interest is claimed, was transferred to 
the loan company. This company, m 
turn, attached the piano, to secure the 
amount alleged to be due, 

Bloodworth’s Statement. 


Attorney Boykin charged that the sig- 
nature of Mrs. Gilliam .to the contract 
was a forgery, but it is claimed that ev- 
idence along this line was not allowed 
to go to the jury. Attorney Boykin was 
arguing the forgery question to the jury 
and his refusal to cease this line of ar- 
gument, when ordered so to do by the 
court, resulted in the difficulty. 

Judge B.ioodworth claims the attorney 
insulted him. 

Judge Bloodworth, when asked for a 
Statement, said: 

“Attorney Tolbert, who was associat- 
ed with Mr. Boykin in the case, started 
to argue that the centract was a fraud, 
and I stopred him, on. the ground that 
there was no evidence to this effect. At- 
torney Tolbert acquiesced and sat down, 
but when Attorney Boykin began his ar- 
gument, he started on the same line. I 
told him he could not make such an argu- 
ment, as the evidence did not warrant it, 
and he replied that he would argue the 
case as he pleased. I ordered him three 
different times to desist, but he persisted 
in arguing that the paper was a fraud.® 
I then told him that { would fine him 
if he did not stop and he replied that I 
could fine him if I wanted to, that he 
had as much money as I had, and could 
pay the fine. I finally to!d him that ir 
he did not cease his argument on that 
question and obey the orders of the 
court I would send him to jail. The at- 
torney answered that I could send him 
to jail if I so desired, but that he pro- 
posed to argue the case as he pleased. 
W.th this statement he turned to the 
jury and exclaimed: ‘This ig the most 
outrageous piece of fraud and thievery 
that I have ever heard of, and the court 
is a party to it.’ When he made this 
declaration I picked up the paper weight 
and struck him.” 


Attorney Boykin’s Side. 
Attorney Boykin gives the following as 
his version of the difficulty: 


“This case was first filed at the Febru- 
ary term, 1904, of the court, in the shape 
of a purchase money attachment, with 
no copy of the contract or any notice 
of the contract. The case was set for a 
hearing during that term and jn the 
meantime Mrs. Gilliam, being informed 
that the plaintiffs claimed a contract 
against her that had been transferred 
by the Cable Piano Company, served no- 
tice on the plaintiffs to produce the con- 
tract. It was produced, and from Mrs. 
Gillilam’s statement, we were satisfied it 
was a forgery, and appealed the ease to 
a jury, no evidence being introduced at 
the first hearing. We offered to file a 
plea showing the paper to be a forgery 
and also offered to prove it by compari- 
son with Mrs. Gilliam’s signature, but 
we were not allowed this privilege. 

“In addressing the jury today I stated 
to them that, under the law, they were 
the judges of the law and facts in a 
justice court and notwithstanding the 
fact that Judge Bloodworth had ruled out

the greater part of our evidence and all 
evidence on the question of forgery, they 
could consider the question of forgery. 
I stated that the law says that forgery 
ss subtle and that slight circumstances 
are sufficient to prove it and I argued 
to them the desperate attempts being 
made to prevent the Nght from being 
turned on in this case, for which they 
were seeking ag honest jurors. I argued 
that where fraud is honestly alleged, a 
court of justice should lend aid to the 
party pleading it, instead of placing ob- 
stacles in the way, and I stated that the 
court, In his rulings, had placed himself 
in the attitude of appearing as a party 
to it, by aiding them im his rulings and 
preventing my evidence from going to 
the jury. At this juncture, without any 
notice to me, and from the rear, while 
I was Still talking to the jury, Judge 
Bioodworth struck me. I started to 
throw an inkstand at him, but the crowd 
surged about me and some one’ struck 
my arm, breaking the force of the blow, 
and causing the inkstand to merely fall 
against him. Befdre this Judge Blood- 
worth tried to stop my argument, but I 
continued talking to the jury, believing 
that the circumstances warranted my 
presenting the forgery question to the 
consideration of the jurors. The defense 
has simply been gagged in this case, and 
I feel that we have been treated in an 
outrageous manner.” 

Just after the difficulty had occurred, 
Judge Bloodworth declared a mistrial in 
the case. It is pelieved that there will 
be no further steps of any kind taken in 


_regard to the difficulty.

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NUMBER OF WOMEN LN CHURCH 


They Exceed Men in Point of Num- 
bers. 


(Hrom The Indianapolis News.) 

The executive board of the National 
Council of Women on Friday adopted 
the following resolution: 

“That the church universal be asked to 
place women on an absolute equality 
with men in the pew, the pulpit, in coun- 
and that the church 
elect from one to one-half of its officers 
and members of committees from the 
women members.’’ 

We recall that Deborah was a prophet- 
ess, and that she judged Israel, : Miriam, 
the sister of Moses, was also a praphet- 
ess. Doubtless those familiar with holy 
writ wil] remember other women who 
were highly honored in the Israelitish 
commonwealth. But this was a long 
time ago, so that the demands of tho 
women will be looked on as revolution- 
ary. And indeed they Bre. For in 
the Christian church—with a few excep- 
tions in recent tlimes—women have never 
held high office. They have never been 
priests or bishaps—though there is a 
thoroughly discredited story of a female 
pope. We may be old-fashioned and re- 
actionary, but we find it impossible to 
think of a woman ever being a Roman 
Catholic bishop. Nor can we imagine a 
Protestant Episcopal diosese electing a 
woman as its head, nor a Presbyterian 
church calling a woman to be its pas- 
tor. 

The business of prophecy is perilous, 
and yet it seems safe to say that the out- 
look for the proposed ch nge is not 
highly favorable. The church universal 
makes a good deal of tradition and cath- 
Olic practice, and the suggested change 
flies directly In the face of both. Possi- 
bly the women have gone too far—look- 
ing at the question from a merely prac- 
tical point of view—in their demands. 
We think that they ought to have a good 
deal to say about church administration, 
for they make up the bulk of Christian 
congregations. But the truth seemg to 
be that few women are interested in that 
subject. Those of them that know any- 
thing about vestries and church boards 
know perfectly well that no small part 
of the duties of vestrymen and trustees 
consists in indorsing church notes. So 
there has been no great clamor from the 
women for the right to participate in 
this privilege. We think further that 
many women would object decidely to be- 
ing ministered to by women priests and 
bishops. It may be that this phase of 
the question was not sufficiently consid- 
ered. One other thought is at least in- 
teresting. And that is that ‘equality’ 
does not constst in similarity of func- 
tions. The women are “equal’’ In the 
churches even under exfsting conditions. 
In fact, they are more than equal. It is 
true that they do not hold many of the 
offices—perhaps not so many as they 
ought to hold. But they share all 
blessings which Christianity Is supposed 
to confer,
